Three young men are dead “due to negligence on 
behalf of a tower man in charge .of crossing gates for 
the Chicago and North Western railroad’* in Arlington 
Heights, according to a coroner's jury verdict. 
Is the railroad alone to blame? Is the village to 
blafrre? Is it the citizens who use the crossing who are 
to blame ? 
Indirectly it is the neglect of all three. The railroad, 
for not hiring reliable men or checking the performance 
of their job. The villages, for not insisting the rules and 
regulations applying to the railroad be adhered to in 
their towm. The citizens, who have been the victims of 
gate closings and waitings, and who have witnessed two 
and three moving trains in the station at the same time 
for not hounding the village and railroad to have the 
situation corrected. 
For months we have put up with “slipshod opera­ 
tion of the railroad crossing gates.” Car after car has 
had the gates lowered while crossing the tracks. Time 
after time autoists have reported waiting while gates 
w'ere down w'ith not one train passing. 
Both flyers and freights travel through this village 
with no regard to the set speed limits. 
It’s time something was done to remedy these star­ 
tling, but true, facts. It is, indeed, a pity action wasn’t 
taken before — three young men might still be alive 
today. 
How about it, North Western ? How about it, village 
board? How about it, citizens? It’s a job for all three. 
Let’s do it now before another inexcusable tragedy oc­ 
curs.
